This Shell w'as 1 Inch f long and near \ thick, it’s 
ground pale Brown, fafeitated with darker fpots, often 
feparated bv lighter, croft the Middle of the upper 
Wh:rle is a Remarkable pale Lift, belet with Arrow- 
headed Brown Marks : The Mouth is Canulated along 
the left Lip ; the Middle of the other fide is fmooth, 
the top fome what Warted, but at the lower part which 
is near the Middle of the Shell is one very confpicu- 
ous Ridge, attended underneath with a fmaller, by thefe 
a dead Shell may be eafily known.

M, B. tores, and mu ft therefore be viewed on the back fide of 
the Paper, holding it between the Eye and the Light, 
and then you fee it in it’s Natural poudon.

then i Inch and'- from the Woody Stalk; and yet plen¬ 
tifully in Flower.

Inftead of fine Sand , the Shoar here is Stored with 
this fort of Grift or (mail Gravel, a great part of which 
is fmooth and finning like Millet Seed ot Pearl. 
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
